Soon after Dr. Hume was summoned 


and to him Arthur Goebel announced 
that Governor Goebel had died at 0.44 
o'clock. At 7.37 o'clock notices of Gov-

Governor Taylor "was notified at his 


office over the telephone of Governor 
Goebel's death. He said: "I deeply re- 
grot his death." 


The change In Governor 
Goebel's 


condition that indicated the approach 
of the end was apparent this morning 
and at 12 o'clock Dr. .Hume, in attend- 
ance on Governor Goebel, made the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to the pa- 
tient's condition: 


"I am sorry to say Governor Goebel 


Is decidedly worse. He is very restless 
sitid apparently losing strength. He has 
liecn troubled more or less with nausea 
and hiccoughing all the morning and it 
lias been found necessary to administer 
hypodermic injections of morphine and 
atropine.

9.55 A. M. in the flre-siory brick build- 
ing at Broadway and Franklin avenue,' 
occupied by the dry goods firm of Pen- 
ny & Gentle, and a few minutes later 
had enveloped the entire 
structure. 


Sparks and brands were jlown in every 
direction by a strong northwest wind 
and the destruction of adjoining prop- 
erty was threatened. 


A general alarm was turned and soon 


every engine in the city was at the 
scene or on the way there. 


On the south of Penny & Gentle's 


the flames communicated with the 
buildings occupied by Schaper Broth- 
ers, drv goods, and the "Famous," dry 
goods. The burning ar-a increased 
minute by minute, the Hames gaining 
great headway and leaping across to 
the east siile of Broadway. In a short 
time a large empty store building on 
the corner of Franklin avenu was de- 
stroyed, with those directly south, oc- 
cupied by the People's House Fiirnibh- 
uii Company, the 
Maries Millinery 


store. Dill's dental parlors and Deer 
Brother,' fi\e and ten cent store. 


By 11 o'clock c.'l the walls of Penny 


& Gentle's and Sctaper Brothers', with 
the exception of that on the west, had 
fallen and. with the ga.e blowing, it 
became a menace to the tlremen. The 
wall betwce.i Schaper Brothers and 
the "Famous" fell, but the flames were 
quenched before doing much damage 
in the latter establishment. 


It was not long before the upper 


floors and walls of the building oppo- 
site Penny & Gentle's oj Broadway be- 
g .n to fall, d jualties to firemen were 
numerous. When the walls of Deer 
Brothers' fl'-e and ten cent store col- 
lapsed several firemen we,e 
in 
the 


building. Four v/ere covered by the 
debris and it was several hours before 
they could oe taken out. 


Charles Mappes, a pipeman, was 


crub.i'd to death and several others in- 
jured. John Judge was wedfed in with 
debris. Across his feet lay tae body of 
Mappes, but «-ith a cool head he di- 
rected the efforts of his comrades in 
their work of rescue. When he was 
Dnully removed he was taken to the 
hospital where others of the injured 
had been removed. 


From Broadway the flames ate their 


way thrugh to the number of three 
and four-story structures occupied by 
numerous firms In various other lines 
oi business. These were soon 
afire 


from to? to bottom and were ruined. 
Heroic efforts were made to keep the 
flames from the building on the corner 
of Fourth street and Franklin avenue, 
occupied by the 
German-American 


bank, and they were successful. This 
and two buildings adjoining on the 
south were saved. Across on Fourth 
street, and extending through to Third, 
was a row of old buildings occupied by 
the Schisbr—Cornelia Seed Company, 
the Plant, Seed Company, Krenning 
Glassware and Crockery Company, Bas- 
sett Plumbing Company, Muller-Block 
Commission Company, Nelson Distill- 
ine Comnany, McLaln & Alcom Com- 
mission Company, Hake & Sons' Com- 
mission llcute. Benton & Company's 
commission house, Baur Flour Compa- 
ny and Wm. Berk's saloon. Here the 
firemen were able to stop the spread 
of the fire to the east, but it was many 
hours before the flames were quenched 
after tons of water had been expended.

AN APPEAL TO AMERICA.

Secretary of State 
Reitz.

"We, to a great exent, depend on 


America and Europe for

stuffs. It will be criminal on the par! 
of the great powers to suffer this little 
nation to perish by famine since the 
sword has failed. Since, in 1870, 
the 


President of the United States acknowl- 
edged our republic as a sovereign state, 
Americans have flocked here in num- 
bers. In every instance the hand of 
fellowship has been extended to them. 
Not a single case of disagreement Is on 
record, but with the first war note of 
the oppressor we are informed 
that 


America is acting in league with the 
enemy. If our sister republic has no 
sympathy with us, if the boasted con- 
descension of the British is to he pre- 
ferred to sincerity and truth, we will no 
longer believe in the justice and 
in- 


tegrity of the American nation and her 
profession of Christianity we will con- 
sider empty sound " 


Secretary Rcitz furt.ier says the Boers 


have nevor abused the white flag, and 
that the British murdered women, chil- 
dren and American and German sub- 
jects at Derdepoort. 


BRYAN TAKES A REST. 


Holyoke, Mass., Feb. 4. Col. Wm. J. 


Bryan, instead of using biblical quota- 
tions to explain some political argu- 
ments, has himself exemplified one to- 
day. He has rested on the seventh day. 


It has been a week of hard work for 


him, as during the six days he spoke 
in 13 cities, in five of the New England 
states, traveled over 1000 miles and 
made a total of 18 speeches, varying 
from a few minutes to over two hours 
in duration. 


Mr. Bryan arose at 9 this morning,

Speeches will be made at each place, 
and on the following day he will enter 
Connecticut, speaking at Hartford and 
Bridgeport. This will conclude his tour 
ot New England, as on Wednesday he 
is scheduled to speak at various points 
In New Jersey.

Mr. ,Norman was very well known

children, six sons and three daughters.

H. Norman, Jr., 
being on the Gloucester and the first 
American officer to receive 
Admiral 


Cervera's surrender; and 
Lieut. Max 


Norman, who fought with Roosevelt in 
the Rough Riders.

MACfiUM MAINTAINS SILENCE,!^ 


Form-r Cons-. — 


York—Will Give Out No Rsasona 


for Wishing to Leave His 


Sta' iou. 


New York, Feb. 4. Charles E. Ma- 


crum, the former United States consul 
at Pretoria, who asked to be recalled 
at a time when affairs in the republic 
were at a crisis and when his presence 
at the Transvaal republic was urgently 
required by the state department, ar- 
rived here today on the American line 
steamship St. Paul. With him were his 
wife and little daughter Natalie. 


Mr. Marcura has maintained silence 


as to his reasons for wishing to leave 
his station, and though repeatedly ask- 
ed to make public his reasons for so 
doing, he has refused. His silence is 
still unbroken, though 
Mr. 
Macrum 


says that tomorrow after his arrival in 
Washington and visit to the state de- 
partment he will issue a statement over 
his signature telling why he left his 
post at such a critical time. 


"There is nothing more I care to say 


at present," he said. "I have been ask- 
ed time'and time again as to my rea- 
sons for leaving South Africa, and I 
must answer now as I have done in the 
past, that I do not care to say any- 
thing. I shall go to Washington as soon 
as possible and report to the state de- 
partment

Charles II. (who ;seems to have done 
one wise thing) established It at a date 
preceding the foundation of all other 
existing astronomical observatories. ' . 


One of the most interesting bits of 


astronomical history was enacted in 
connection with this matter of longi- 
tude. 
From what has been said, it 


is clear that tbe ship's longitude will 
be obtained correctly only if tbe chro- 
nometer bas kept exact time since 
the departure of the ship from port. 
Even a very small error of the chro- 
nometer will throw out the longitude 
a good many miles', and we can under- 
stand readily that; it must be difficult 
in the extreme to construct a mechan- 
ical contrivance capable of keeping 
exact time when subjected to the roll- 
ing and pitching of a vessel at sea. 


It was as recently as the year 1736 


that the first Instrument capable of 
keeping anything like accurate time at 
sea was sucessfully conducted. 
It was 


the work of an English watchmaker 
named John Harrison, and is one of 
the few great improvements in matters 
scientific which th'e world owes to a 
desire for wlnnig a money prize. 
It 


appears that in 1714 a committee was 
appointed by the House of Commons, 
with no less a person than Sir Isaac 
Newton himself asjone of its members, 
to consider the desirability of offering 
governmental encouragement for the 
invention of some means of finding the 
longitude at sea. 
(Finally, the British 


government offered a reward of $50,000 
for an instrument which would find the 
longitude within sixty miles; $75.000, 
If within forty miles, and 
?100,000j <£ 


within thirty miles. Harrison's chro- 
nometer was finished in 1736, but !ie 
did not receive the final payment of 
his prize until 17641 


We have not space to enter into an 


account of the vexatious delays and 
official procedures to which he was 
forced to submit during those twenty- 
eight long years, i It is a matter of 
satisfaction that Harrison lived to re- 
ceive the money which he had so thor- 
oughly learned. 
He had the genius to 


plan and master intricate mechanical 
details, but perhaps he lacked in some 
degree the ability of tongue and pen to 
bring them home j to others. 
This 


may be the reason he is so little known, 
though it was his fortune to contribute 
so large and essential a part to the per- 
fection of modern hayigation. Let us 
hope this brief mention may serve 
to 


recall his memory 'from oblivion even 
for a fleeting moment; that we may 
not have written in [value of that longi- 
tude to which his life was given.
